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FIGHTING FOR A CATHEDRAL 


There are two good reasons why the British and 
French exert every effort possible to turn back the apex 
of the O rm an wedge from the city of Amiens. 
One is 
the military value of Amiens, as a base of supplies and 
a railway center supplying a large section of the British 
line. 
It would not be fatal, but it would be highly in­ 
convenient if the Germans were to take it. 
Merely to 
have them near enough to throw shells into the city 
with their long range guns is uncomfortable enough. 
The other reason is artistic and sentimental. 
There 
stands the Amiens cathedral, famed as the finest example 
of medieval Gothic architecture in the world. 
Its value 
to civilization, aud particularly to France, is beyond all 
calculation. 
The Allies know what Germany did to the Kheims 
cathedral, whkh was almost as beautiful and in some 
way* -more «rarred. They know what the Hun w ill do to 
this masterpiece if he once gets his guns within range 
of It. 
Never before in the history of Christendom bas it 
been necessary to fight battles for the defense of churehes 
and cathedrals. 
Now it has come to that, as one of the 
many sickening details of beating back Prussian bar­ 
barism. 


Wilhelm, the religio-maniac, has been mouthing as 
usual over the marvellous works wrought by the firm of 
Hohenzollern und Gott iii the b’s German drive. 
And 
he is generous enough, even at the height of his pride, 
to give his alleged Partner a good deal of credit. 
One of bis triumphant telegrams, addressed to his 
empress from the front, reads: 
“I am pleased to be 
able to tell you that, by the grace of God, the battle has 
been won. 
The Lord has gloriously aided. 
May He 
further help.” 
’ . 
To this an American minister replies: 
“If God is 
really helping the kaiser, let roe say this, without irrev­ 
erence—just think of the company God is keeping. 
“Is it true that God is with the kaiser, and that he 
has forsaken His ancient and glorious principles of 
freedom, justice and love? 
“Can He be on the side of ‘might makes right,’ on 
the side of robbery, cruelty, fire, lust, and murder?”

OUR COUNTER-OFFENSIVE 


While all Americans are rejoicing over the entrance 
of a considerable American army into the momentous 
battle now ragiug in France, let us not forget that the 
launching of that force is not our sole answer to the 
German drive. 
However bravely those Sammies may 
tight, and whatever they may be able to accomplish in 
immediate results against the Hun, it isn t likely that 
their efforts will he so important in Hie ultimate decision 
as what we do here at home. 
I 
While our boys over there are fighting, we have got 
lo be working as we never worked before—and working 
unanimously, regardless of personal opinions or political 
controversies. The New York World hits the nail on tin* 
bead when it says: 
“There is only one political party today that any 
American citizen has a patriotic right to belong to. and 
that is a unlit Inst party of the whole American people, 
with only one plank in its platform—‘Men and ships.’ 
That must be the counter-offensive of the United States 
to the German drive.” 


SOCIALISTS CONVERTED 


The American Socialists, who used to talk so glibly 
of ft coming revolution in America, now present tbs 
edifying spectacle of a revolution in their own ranks 
It is a patriotic revolution, which all good Americans, 
Socialists and antkSocialists alike, can regard with 
approval. 
The most enlightened leaders of American Socialism 
broke away from the party early in the war, because of 
lt» offensive pro-German attitude. 
But the rank and file 
seemed to remain under German influence. 
Now the 
spell is broken. 
A great mass meeting of Socialists in 
New York recently pledged its support to the allied 
cftuse. voiced its approval of our government's war policy 
and urged that ail Socialists in America unite in support 
of the war. 
The meeting expressly demanded that tile National 
Socialist party call its executive committee together and 
nullify the manifesto of its St. Louis convention, which 
declared the war against Germany "the most unjust in 
history ” 
It resolved that “Socialists everywhere, con­ 
scious of their full duty to their brothers in Russia, 
must place themselves now in the vanguard of a holy 
crusade against the mad dogs of Europe.” 
Germany’s treatment of Russia has thus aroused 
even the American Socialists to the Prussian peril. They 
ought to have seen it from the beginning. But their con­ 
version to Americanism—or as one of their leaders puts 
it. their conversion to Socialism—is welcome even at this 
lata hour.

It was at Camp Kearny.

top sergeant could have found for him.

the Y. M. C. A. building and he stopped to read the sign 
that stared him in the face, “If You Must Swear, Write 
It.” 
Then he went to the counter and said to the secre­ 
tary', “Give me about thirty sheets of paper, I’m real 
angry.” 


Full of youthful pep, red-blooded, eager, muscular, 
and with a £y(endly smile, a sailor sauntered into the 
Y. M. C. A. naval building at the San Francisco naval 
training staiion on Goat Island and asked the secretary 
to read the letter he was sending home to his mother in 
Texas. 
It read, “God sure made California good enough 
to make up for all the deserts of Western Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizona.” 


B's no longer rag time for the army. 
It’s march 
time. 
The choruses to popular songs are to be sung in 
march time in the Y. M. C. A. buildings at cantonments 
and military posts in the future so that the men when 
they march may sing. 
It is another step in creating a 
great singing army, one than can find enjoyment in 
marching to their own songs. 
Every soldier is urged to learn the first; and last 
verses of “The Star Spangled Banner” and all the verses 
of America.” Two national hymns to be emphasized are 
“Battle Hymn of the Republic” and the “Marseillaise.” 
Four folk songs agreed upon ate “Old Black Joe,’’ “Old 
Folks at Home,” “My Kentucky Home,” and “Roll! 
jordan, Roll!’’ 
Here are the popular songs im the “national reper­ 
toire”: 
“It’s a Long Way to Berlin," “Joan of Arc,” 
“Long Boy,” “Great Red Dawn," “There’s a Long, Long 
Trail," “Pack up Your Troubles,” “The Laddies Who 
Fought and Won,” “Going Back Home,” and "I May Be 
Gone for a Long, Ixmg Time.” 


For many months now we have been 
saying to ourselves with much assur­ 
ance: “Ah; 
We haven’t realized we 
are at war yet—what it means—what 
we must do. 
And wre won t until the 
casualty lists begin to come in. 
But 
then—oh! we will realize it then!” 
( I t e m — Private 
John 
Sm ith 
killed in action on the field of 
honor. . . . A husky man, who 
would m ake a good hay pitcher, 
w ashing dishes. . . . Three miles 
away a farm er crying for labor— 
without w hich he cannot produce 
food, and without which food we 
cannot w in the war.) 
Well, the casualty lists are coming 
in constantly now. One stared you in 
the face when you picked up the paper 
this morning. 
Another will be boxed 
on the front page this afternoon. They 
are grim, every-day affairs now—the 
lists of American boys who have 
given their lives for this cause. 
Ev­ 
ery day they are dying—but DO we 
realize yet what it means—do we? 
(Item — Private Bill Jones, dead 
in the front line trenches; dead 
— but his squad repelled the H u n ’s 
attack. . . . A double-fisted athlete 
serving 
cafe 
breakfasters 
with 
soft-boiled 
eggs 
and 
buttered 
toast. . . . Plenty of women who 
can do that work. . . . A farmer, 
w ithin a hour’s ride, saying that 
unless he gets labor he will fail 
to produce food.) 
Oh, yes, the death lists resolve us 
with a mighty purpose that this war 
will never end until the thing for 
which these boys died—tile niter and 
absolute crushing of Prussian mili­ 
tary despotism—is completely accom­ 
plished. 
But how tftoroughly are we 
putting that resolution into effect with 
regard to so fundamental, and so im­ 
mediate and so close-at-home a prob­ 
lem as the farm labor supply? 
(Item — Private Tom Black, dead 
of w ounds received while on pa­ 
trol in No M a n ’s Land. . . . A 
braw ny man, who grew up on a 
farm, carrying grips from the door 
to the desk of a hotel. . . A farm- 
er'n e a rb y w iring his congressm an 
that unless he gets farm labor the 
governm ent’s food production pro­ 
gram will fail.) 
Probably no vital facts of the war

War Work Council of the Y. M. C. A. for a few weeks. 
That was in August, HHT. The weeks grew' into months

men. The work fascinated him. He cancelled his lyceum 
contracts. 
Today he is somewhere iii the southern war 
department speaking nightly to soldiers in Y 
buildings at military camps and outpost* 
He has given 200 programs and addresses to 120,000 
men in eleven cantonments, five naval training stations, 
eight military posts, eleven hospitals, seven coast defense 
torts, one marine station, twenty-three outposts, nine 
aviation fields, six student officers’ camps and one rifle 
range station. 
Foley has suffered the hardships of the trail, he has 
taken cheer into hospital wards, made five itio Grande 
border outpost patrols in a day, spoken to aviators, 
sailors, soldiers, and colored troops, had audiences with 
as few as eleven troopers and other audiences with 
thousands of men. 
He came into the work for a few 
weeks at most and now has offered his services for an 
indefinite period. 
He is just one of an army of patriotic 
citizens w’ho are devoting their time to the soldiers 
through the Y. M. C. A.

Tarkington to address a few words to young men who 
are going abroad iii the service of the United States, 
warning them against the preachers of Socialism, Bol- 
shevikism and other freak isms, who are ranting up and 
down FJurope at present. The rebels against social order 
in France and Italy are missionaries of their various 
cult* aud gifted with all the eloquence of the Latin races. 
It was thought that their ready oratory might impress 
some of our boys fresh from the farms and country dis­ 
tricts and not accustomed to meeting such experts in 
mental agility and twisted logic. 
Mr Tarkington’s reply, 
while not what was antic ipated, very likely accomplishes 
the purpose the editor hat! in mind. 
He wrote: 
“I would gladly write what you suggest—a warning 
to Americans going abroad not to be impressed with 
preachings of Bolshevikism, etc.—if I knew what to 
tay? 
Of affy thing to say! 
I find myself a total vacuum 
here. 
I couldn't write warning them against eating 
garbage—even if there were danger of their doing it— 
because for some reason, ail I’d know now to say would 
be, ‘Don’t eat garbage.’ 
“It must be that I have a blank spot in my mind. 
I 
don’t know anything whatever to say to a person who be­ 
lieves in eating garbage or who could listen seriously to 
a suggestion that we introduce Bolshevikism in the 
United States. 
I am a Socialist, mystelf.
